TYRANNY  IN  OUR  TOWN  — 
The  dictionary  defines  tyranny 
as  absolute  or  unjust  power 
arbitrarily  administered.  For 
exercise  of  power,  absolute  and 
unjust,  it  would  be  hard  to  find 
a  better  example  than  the  es¬ 
tablishment  of  a  public  housing 
authority  by  the  mayor  and 
council  in  the  little  borough  of 
East  Paterson. 

It  Is  absolute  power  because 
the  demand  came  down  from 
the  bipartisan  machine  that  runs 
our  country.  It  was  arbitrarily 
administered  because  the  move 
was  totally  lacking  in  support 
of  the  public.  In  fact,  the  survey 
showed  the  elderly  to  be  2  to 
1  against  it.  It  is  unjust  because 
the  taxpayers  will  supply  the 
funds  for  the  acquisition  of  land 
and  construction  of  buildings, 
plus  the  make-good  on  any 
losses  incurred  therefor;  be¬ 
cause  taxpayers  had  no  voice 
in  the  decision-making;  and  be¬ 
cause  the  action  will  force  the 
urbanization  and  consequent 
blight  of  the  borough  and  place 
it  under  the  threat  of  extinction 
through  regionalization. 

Furthermore,  public  hous¬ 


ing  creates  de  facto  segregation 
and  discrimination.  The  gov¬ 
erning  body  is  bound  in  justice 
to  serve  all  the  people  equally. 
When  it  selects  any  group  of 
people  to  separate  them  from 
the  general  population  and  con¬ 
fers  on  the  group  special  pri¬ 
vileges  with  the  tax  money  of 
the  rest  of  the  population,  this 
is  segregation  and  discrimina¬ 
tion  in  its  worst  form. 

The  1960  census  showed 
that,  of  our  total  population  of 
19,420,  only  379  persons  earn¬ 
ed  less  than  $3,000  a  year, 
the'  figure  set  by  the  County 
to  establish  a  “need”.  In¬ 
cluded  among  these  379  people 
will  be  found  housewives  work¬ 
ing  part  time  to  supplement 
the  family  budget,  high  school 
students  working  after  school, 
single  persons  living  at  home, 
and  senior  citizens  working  at 
odd  jobs  to  add  to  their  social 
security  and/or  pensions.  The 
total  number  of  residents  65 
years  old  and  over  is  1.116. 
It  Is  evident  that  a  consider¬ 
able  majority  have  no  desire 
for  assistance.  The  survey  and

He  did 
send  me  a  booklet  that  is 
published  by  the  Federal 
Government  concerning  the 
appointment  of  a  local  post¬ 
master  and  the  procedure  to 
follow.  Nothing  in  this 
booklet  refers  to  any  polit¬ 
ical  organization  or  office, 
concerning  this  appointment, 

I  think  it  is  a  sad  state 
of  affairs  when  the  appoint¬ 


ment  of  such  an  important 
position  as  postmaster  comes 
under  the  realm  of  local  po¬ 
litics  and  yet  a  mail  car¬ 
rier  must  take  a  civil  serv¬ 
ice  test. 

Congressman  Helstoski  was 
elected  by  the  majority  of 
the  peop'le  in  his  congres¬ 
sional  district  in  a  general 
election,  but  Salvatore  Spi¬ 
nato  was  elected  municipal 
chairman  by  the  twenty  Demo¬ 
cratic  County  Committee  who 
are,  incidently,  members  of 
his  club.

We,  as  many  other  citizens  of  East  Paterson,  have  not  been 
in  accord  with  the  purchase  of  the  Garfield  Water  Works  at 
the  outset.  But  then,  the  citizens  were  never  asked  their 
opinion  on  such  an  important  issue.  And  we  wonder.. why  not? 
The  taxpayer  should  be  consulted  by  referendum.  It's  as 

simple  as  putting  the  question  on  the  ballot . ..it  costs 

nothing.  But  on  the  other  hand,  they're  planning  to  spend 
one  and  a  half  million  dollars  of  taxpayers  money,  and  to 
add  insult  to  injury,  not  for  what  was  professed  original  ly, 
water,  but  a  recreat i ona I  facility!

the  statistics  prove  that  East 
Paterson  NEEDS  public  hous¬ 
ing  as  much  as  it  needs  a 
BROOKLYN  BRIDGE. 

The  borough  housing  auth¬ 
ority  will  produce  duplication 
upon  duplication  because  the 
County  Housing  Authority  has 
already  duplicated  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  four  existing  muni¬ 
cipal  housing  authorities.  The 
law  permits  the  County  to  set 
up  an  authority  when  there  is 
no  housing  authority  in  any  of 
its  municipalities.  (Title  55: 
14 A -4).  Thus,  the  County  gov¬ 
ernment  ignored  the  law.  The 
mayor  and  council  have  dup¬ 
licated  a  duplication.  Will  it 
be  necessary  to  observe  the 
provision  that  requires  a  mun¬ 
icipality  to  subsequently  se¬ 
cure  permission  of  the  (illegal) 
County  Authority  to  create  it’s 
own  housing  authority? 

The  real  objective  for  the 
purchase  of  the  Garfield  Water 
Works  land  now  becomes  clear, 
and  it  is  a  prime  factor  for 
securing  federal  funds.  With 
the  borough’s  take-over  of 
Surrey  Manor  and  Elmwood 
Gardens,  all  apartments  will 
be  controlled  by  the  public  hous¬ 
ing  authority.  Will  our  homes 
be  next  in  the  path  of  “pro¬ 
gress”?

The  adjourned  School  Board 
meeting  was  held  May  22nd, 
followed  by  a  Youth  Week 
Board  of  Education  meeting.

The  format  outlined  by  Pr¬ 
esident  Friedman  explained 
that  recommendations  would 
be  made,  Board  members  would 
present  views,  the  public 
would  be  invited  to  comment, 
and  then  resolutions  would 
be  considered. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Supt.  Joachim's  first  rec¬ 
ommendation  concerned  using 
the  schools  for  recreational 
facilities  for  teenagers 
during  the  summer.  A  mini¬ 
mum  of  adult  supervision  was 
suggested.  Buster  Hodum  re¬ 
presented  the  Board's  think¬ 
ing  in  pointing  out  that  a 
good  program  is  available  to 
the  younger  children  in  the 
Boro,  but  there  is  nothing 
for  the  high  school  student. 
Hodum  mentioned  it  would  be 
a  great  opportunity  for  ath¬ 
letes  to  get  into  shape  for 
the  next  season.  The  audi¬ 
ence  approved  exploring  the 
possibilities,  and  a  resolu¬ 
tion  was  passed  by  the  Board.

the  English  Department.  Trus¬ 
tee  Karl  spoke  on  these  pre 
blems  adding  that  of  the 
constant  change  of  VioePrin- 
clpals.  Karl's  comments  in¬ 
cluded  the  fact  that  the 
curriculum  is  adversely  in¬ 
fluenced  by  the  teacher  turn 
over.  He  said  recent  inves¬ 
tigation  proved  the  ability 
of  Boro  students  above  the 
National  Average.... however 
the  verbal,  or  English  por¬ 
tions  of  the  College  Boards 
demonstrated  lowered  results.

CONTRACTS 

President  Friedman  shared 
KarlTs  concern  about  the  En¬ 
glish  Department.  He  said,

and  just  not  have  a  teacher, 
not  even  a  substitute.  In 
ny  junior  and  senior  years, 
whem  Ifm  supposed  to  be  pre¬ 
paring  for  college,  I’ve  had 
six  or  seven  teachers.  One 
lasted  three  days." 

Trustee  Klimczak  discussed 
contracts, saying  they  should 
be  written  so  teachers  would 
not  be  able  to  leave  until 
the  end  of  the  term.
